That w'ill 
result in a retail price cut of 
from four to five cents a pound. 
A second 4 1-2 percent live ca t­ 
tle price reduction must be m ade 
on or after Sept. 30, forcing re ­ 
tail prices down another four or 
five cents a pound.

Man Held

Columbus Seeks 
Solution To Slaying 


COLUMBUS. May 19—A first- 
degree m u rd er charge is to be 
filed today against a 23-year-old 
one-arm ed insurance salesm an 
for the slaying of a Columbus 
housewife. 
Sheriff Ralph J. Paul said the 
charge is 
to be 
filed 
against 
George Phillips, the snn of a Col­ 
um bus 
restaurant owner 
who 
underw ent a lie detector test yes­ 
terday. 
The young salesman Is to be 
arraigned today for the April 
25 slaying of Mrs. Ruth Alter, 
wife 
of 
Russell 
Alter 
a n d 
mother of a 17-day-old son. 
The Franklin 
County 
sheriff 
said that “ results of the lie de­ 
tector test, plus evidence, w ar­ 
rant filing an affidavit.” 
Phillips has undergone inten­ 
sive questioning for the last two 
days and, 
according to police 
and sheriff’s deputies, has con­ 
fessed nothing. 
Police Lt. Lester B aum an said 
the hourew'ife 
is 
believed 
to 
have been beaten to death as the 
clim ax of two fights between her 
and her assailant, B aum an said 
the first fight 
b e g a n 
in the 
baby’s bedroom and the other in 
the living room. 


PHILLIPS HAD known 
Mrs 
Alter four years. He met her in 
his father’s 
restaurant on 
the 
west side of Columbus where she 
worked as a waitress. 
Police said Phillips had been 
trailed since last Monday after 
he had given 
conflicting 
testi­ 
mony in the death. Then, Thurs­ 
day morning he was picked up 
for questioning. 
During a routine check last 
w'eek, Phillips m ade a slip in ac­ 
counting for his time on the day 
of the m urder and in accounting

Lawmen Set Ip

A stan d ard set of law enforce­ 
m ent policies was recommended 
F r id a y during a meeting of Pick­ 
away County enforcement offi­ 
cials in Circleville. 
Designed to bring about an un­ 
derstanding between the courts 
and enforcers, the recommend­ 
ed policies cover IO ph ases 
of 
police #nd court work. 
F e a tu re d among the

e ti rn inate 
com m ercialized 
gambling of every kind." 
However,

Another of the recommenda­ 
tions m a d e by the 14 officers and 
court officials attending the ses­ 
sion had to do with persons who

Th* reco m m e n d a tio n says that 
all na m e s of persons twice con­ 
victed of those accusations will 
be sent to the state department 
of liquor control which, in turn, 
will pass the n a m e s on to its j 
liquor license holders, forbidding 
sales.

First, the state is corporate; 
hence, 
being 
im personal 
the 
state, unlike the individual, has 
no “ conscience.” 
Second, down through history 
there has been keen competition 
between nations for political su­ 
prem acy. 
Third, despite temper ary de­ 
feats at the hands of one 
an­ 
other, this continuity of purpose 
has tenaciously rem ained. 
Fourth, since the world has 
only recently cam e to the end of 
its frontier development, there 
has been much conquest for new 
territory. 
Fifth, the criteria, or stand­ 
ards of value, am ong nations are 
m aterialistic success rather than 
ethical justice. 
This analysis likewise shows 
the impossibility of completely 
separating political from econo­ 
mic causes. 
The state comes into being as 
the result of a given group or­ 
ganizing itself as a corporate 
body. In doing this it necessarily 
defines its internal pu pose and 
the basis of its external relation­ 
ship with other such groups. Its 
prim ary purpose, obviously, is 
to serve its own best interests 
This is because it is formed in 
the first place by the individuals 
of a given geographical 
region 
who believe that they ta n suc­ 
ceed in every way far better as 
an organized group than separ­ 
ately. 
It becomes easy, therefore, for 
the individual to 
augm ent 
his 
own efforts by trying to use the 
protection and instrum entality of 
the state in furthering his own 
private affairs. He uses his in-

Rabindranaih Tagore has dis­ 
cerningly stated the case thus: 
“—history has come to a stage 
when the moral man, the com ­ 
plete man. is more and more 
giving way, almost w i t h o u t 
knowing it, to m ake room for the 
political 
and 
the 
com m ercial 
man, the m an of the limited pur­ 
pose. This, aided by the wonder­ 
ful progress in science, is assign­ 
ing gigantic proportion and pow­ 
er, causing the upset of m a n ’s 
moral balance, obscuring his hu­ 
m an side under the shadow of 
soul-less organization.” 
With the state thus encourag­ 
ing and increasing the efficiency 
of m a n ’s acquisitive anility, he 
has adopted the very com fort­ 
able philosophy that “ the sky is 
the lim it” in the effort to extend 
himself. The society of fortunate 
states applauds the wealth-pro­ 
ducing ventures of individuals 
and groups who go about the 
world playing “ capture the flag” 
under the protection of their own 
flag. They insist upon playing 
this gam e by their own rules, 
the chief of which 
is 
absolute 
immunity for their own flag. 
Periodically, however, 
some 
bystander nation decides that it 
too would like to play this gam e. 
It therefore engages the more 
successful nation, or nations, in 
a fight to try to take aw ay the 
easy spoils. After much spilling 
of blood, the com batants finally 
patch up their difficulty with an 
agreem ent w'hich the stronger of 
ti e two enforces upon the w eak­ 
er. 
The latter, too weak for the 
time being to do other than he is 
forced to do, bides his time ra g ­ 
ing within and preparing himself 
for the opportune m om ent when 
he m ay strike back. Thus it is, 
as has often been said, that each 
new m ajor war is but the n atu r­ 
el outcome of the treaty which 
ended the last vc ar.

Virulent P l a n t Disease

Uncle's difficulties 
would seem sufficient, but no; a virulent, killing wheat blight has been 
added. Tins disease could easily impair our ability to rearm, wags 
war, and aid our silica- limply by turning our 
wheat surplus into a shortage. 
It could be serious for you and me, too Especial­ 
ly ll we’re addicted to that expensive habit —eat­ 
ing. Less wheat would mean higher meat and 
bread costs. Th* rust could hardly have chosen a 
worse tune to strike. Our winter wheat crop was a 
dismal failure, falling almost IOO million bushels 
below our 10-year average. This at a time when 
our international commitments for shipment of the 
world's leading food-grain are st an all-time high. 
The blight Is strictly a freak of old Mother 
Nature. Spores of s rust known to plafc scientists 
as Race 15 crossed naturally with rusts on the 
common barberry bush, which grows wild on this 
continent, to produce a plant Frankenstein. 
Moat varieties of wheat are immune to th* original rust, but the 
hybrid rust, known as Race 15b, is tbs most virulent ever known on 
the North Amel lean continent. Plant scientists at the Beltsville. Md., 
Agricultural Experimental Station, leading the fight against it, say 
that they do not know of a single variety of commercially grown 
wheat which is immune to the disease.

The scientist said without con­ 
trol. vegetables, fruits and cei- 
eals 
would 
be 
unmarketable 
even by low standards. 
Wormy apples, corn and cab­ 
bage. weevily cereals and other 
infested commodities would 
be 
unfit for 
human 
consumption, 
he said. 
He said fruit 
growers would 
go out of business unless pests 
like the codling moth could be 
controlled. 
Before DDT was used codling 
moths cost the country $50 m il­ 
lion a year in losses. Now that
